Of the £62,000,000 paid for the 1926 im 
ports more than half went to Denmark and 
New Zealand, the former country obtaining 
£15,917)411 for batter alone, and the latter 
£15,463,156 for butter and cheese. Neither 
of these countries depends as completely. on 
Great Britain for a market for its dairy 
produce as the Free State does, and their 
receipts from that market probably repre- 
sent no more than 75 or 80 per cent. of the 
total value «f their exports of dairy products. 
This fact makes the contrast between the 
£15,000,000 each, which represents. their 
share of the British dairy produce trade, and 
our £4,000,000 all the more painful and 
| humiliating. 

It is some satisfaction, however, to note 
that the relative position of the Free State 
as a butter exporting country has improved. 
We .now occupy fourth place among sup- 
sliers of the British market—a place held 
i the Argentine in 1924 and 1925. 

The British imports of butter from Den 
mark during the eleven months were higher 
than those of any other year on record. 
The.. total quantity, 1,767,759 cwts., Was 
60,000. cwts. greater than the pre-war maxi- 
mum, . There was a decline of more than a 
third in imports from Australia (the most 
variable ofthe sources of supply), while 
those. from Holland antl Sweden were more 
than doubled as compared with 1925. 


BREEDING AND FEEDING. 
The fundamental problem of the 
State dairying industry is to increase the 
average milk yield, which can only be done 
| by devoting more care to the breeding and 
feeding of our dairy cattle. The importance 
of this matter is, perhaps, best indicated by 
the classic comparison with Denmark. The 
number of milch cows ‘in the Free State is 
-1.183,000; in Denmark the number Is 
1,390,000, Our net exports of butter, cheese, 
fresh milk and cream in 1925 were worth 
055,000, and in eleven months of 1926, 
,370.459; in 1924 Denmark's net exports of 
the same commodities were worth 
£25,514,000, after providing for the demands 
of a larger population than ours. The Danish 
net .exports per cow were worth more than 
£18; ours ess than £3. Denmark's achieve- 
ment is explained partly by the higher price 
‘of Danish butter, but chiefly by years of 
attention to breeding from Fe milking 
strains of cattle and to plentiful and scien- 
tific feeding. Cow-testing has been, prac-

“ What Boots It?” 

At a meeting of the Dublin City Commis- 
sioners to-day Mr. Commissioner Hernon 
will make a report on the technical educa- 
tion section of the Dublin Corporation, In 
the course of his remarks Mr. Hernon 
informs the Commissioners that a visit 
was made recently to Northampton and 
Stafford by two officials who had been 
instructed to make certain inquiries into 
technical instruction as applied to the 
manufacture of boots and shoes. They met 
the heads of some of the leading firms in 
England, who told them that no useful 
purpose would be served by the establish- 
ment of branch factories in the Irish Free 
State. The existing: tariff of fifteen per cent. 
on imported footwear, declared, 
“formed -no obstacle to the sale of 
English-made boots in Ireland.” Nothing 
less than a tariff of forty per cent., they 
added, would have any effect on their trade ; 
and, in the circumstances, there was no 
necessity for the extension of their manu- 
facturing activities to this country. Mr. 
Hernon also notes that, according to the 
British boot and shoe manufacturers, one- 
third of the total export of footwear from 
Britain is sent to Ireland. This frank 
statement is a crushing answer to those 
well-meaning folk in the Free State who 
are clamouring for protective tariffs on 
the ground that they not only will foster 
native industries, but will compel cross- 
Channel manufacturers to establish factories 
in this country in order to retain their 
markets. The Minister for Finance: him- 
self, in one of his recent Budget speeches, 
asserted that the likelihood of this develop- 
ment bad influenced him in his decision 
to impose certain tariffs ; but we fear that 
the English boot and shoe manufacturers 
have given his arguments an ugly shock. 
Undoubtedly,. the tax on imported -foot- 
wear has increased the sale of Irish-made 
boots and shoes. Some hundreds of: men 
have been given employment’ im “native 
factories, but the national gain is trifling 


they 


consumer is being required to pay. 

In 1924 the value of footwear imported 
into the Free State was £1,9651,086; in 
1925 it was £1,870,178, and for the first 
nine months of 1926 it was £1,380, 749. 
In spite of the tariff, therefore, boots and 
shoes. to the average value of about 
£1,850,000 per annum are being imported. 
Strangely enough, while the volume of 
this trade, measured in terms of money, 
has been falling slightly since the tariff 
was introduced, it has been increasing in 
terms of “numbers of pairs.” The English 
manufacturers, with little or no loss to 
themselves, have been able to arrange 
matters in such a way as to throw the 
whole weight of the additional tax on the 
shoulders of the Free State consumer. The 
yearly burden of this tax amounts to more 
than £250,000, which—although it goes 
into the national exchequer, and conse- 
quently, in theory at any rate. prevents 
the imposition of a corresponding tax on 
something. else—seems to be a heavy 
price for the ‘benefits which Mr. 
Blythe's experiment has brought to the 
native manufacturing trade. It is high 
time that the tariff issue should be faced 
squarely. Are Mr, Blythe's import duties 
intended primarily to protect Irish in- 
dustry or to bring grist to the mill of the 
Ministry for Finance? So far as footwear 
is concerned, there seems to be little doubt 
that the tariff is almost purely a revenue 
tax, which cannot be justified by any con- 
sideration of economic common-sense. If 
‘some of the cross-Channel manufacturers 
had built factories in the Free State, 
great advantages assuredly would have 
accrued to the country ; but Commissioner 
Hernon’s teport shatters that pleasant

“Street traders will be abolished forth- 
with from the main streets of Dublin. 
The City Commissioners announce that 
henceforward stalls will not be allowed 
savé: in minor thoroughfares through 
which no large body of traffic passes. 
The reform is necessary, and recent traffic 
developments have rendered its need 
urgent, Street trading grew up in 
spacious and leisurely days, but in our own 
times, when multitudes throng the streets 
and mechanically-propelled vehicles hurry 
through the crowds, every stall is a 
menace to public safety. Some of the city’s 
main thoroughfares have become noisy, 
dirty and, at busy hours, almost. im- 
passable. That highway of many names 
which runs from Dame street to the South 
Circular road is now overrun by hawkers, 
and any motorist will testify that he 
prefers to make a détour rather than to 
force his way through the narrowed 
passage admitted by the stalls. Shop-. 
keepers and persons having offices on the 
roads thus turned into parodies of an 
Oriental bazaar have fair cause of 
complaint; but the interests of a clean 
and well-ordered city suffice to render the 
plague of stalls importunate. We have full 
sympathy, however, with the suggestion 
that the displaced traders should be 
accommodated with open spaces suitable 
for a mart. The stalls of Smithfield, 
that clamorous square, do good work in 
Belfast in catering for the thrifty house- 
wife and in. providing a check to 
“ profiteering '’ in the shops of the main 
thoroughfares. A popular market ‘of the 
same sort would be a boon to the humble 
people of Dublin. In the meantime, we 


the Commissioners from their admirable 
efforts to render Dublin a comely city. 
One of the sites at which the multiplica- 
tion of hawkers has become particularly 
injurious is that portion of Henry street 
which has been rebuilt. Here a line of 
handsome new shops has been erected, and 
there is substantial prospect of brisk busi- 
ness prosecuted in agreeable circumstances. 
To permit the fish-purveyor s basket, the 
apple-woman’s stall and the strident voice 
of the cheapjack to destroy the amenities 
of such a promising shopping centre would 
be an outrage upon any modern city. The 
arcade between Henry street and Prince’s 
street is not the only structural improve- 
ment made by the Commissioners in the 
city’s centre. Gloucester street has been 
carried through to Sackville street, 
although: the connecting piece of highway 
is not open yet to traffic and remains a 
playground for the children of the slums 
and a reproach to a city that provides no 
fitter places of recreation. When a proper 
surface has been applied and the new 
piece of road has been opened great 
volumes of traffic will be diverted from 
the congested area adjacent to Amiens 
street Station. Gloucesfer street thus will 
recover something of the importance 
which,. as its fine breadth shows, it once 
possessed. Driving through that splendid 
highway, the ‘traveller is oppressed “by the 
crowded and decayed houses which line 
either side. Noble old doorways, that 
recall the Dublin of Malton’s prints, loom 
in dirty dignity over unsightly knots of 
tenement dwellers. In the contrast between 
the road and its occupants the story of 
Dublin’s past and the tale of. our genera- 
tion’s task are concentrated. By re- 
opening a natural. artery to the tide of 
modern traffic. the - Commissioners . are 
attacking decay. As they proceed. in 
modernising Dublin, so they will bring 
natural energies into play for the cleansing 
of its Augean neglect. Their hands will 
be strengthened if public opinion applauds 
their toils—whether in driving from the 
highway spectacles of fecklessness and 


broad foundations of finer things.

Unemployment in France. 


The problem of unemployment begins to 
cause serious anxiety in France. From 


of French unemployment are negligible. 
In the third week of December the figure 
was 6,700; in the following week it was 
15,000, and on the órd January it was 
nearly 18,000. This last figure shows that 
to-day there is less unemployment in the 
whole of France than in the twenty-six 
counties of the Irish Free State; but the 
recent increase is disquieting for many 
reasons. During the years of industrial 
prosperity after the war, when factories 
were working over-time and wages were 
high, the French people flocked to the 
cities and towns in such numbers that the 
countryside virtually was denuded of agri- 
cultural labour, To fill the gap foreigners— 
chiefly Italians—were introduced with the 
approval of the French Government; and 
there are departments in the South where 
the population is predominantly Italian. 
The recent rise in the value of the franc, 
by checking exports, has produced an 
economic crisis in the over-crowded in- 
dastrial areas. Trade is languishing; 
mahy factories have closed their doors, 
and in recent weeks large numbers of

in the expectation that hundreds of 
thousands of workers will lose their 
jobs. during the next few months. 
The Minister for Labour has announced 
that. no more contracts for foreign 
workmen will be sanctioned; but he 
gives no definite assurance that any. of 
the encamped foreigners will be sent back 
to theit own countries, and there is a 
widespread. belief that work has been 
guaranteed to them for a period of three 
or four years, -The French Government’s 
anxiety, therefore, is quite intelligible.

BANKRUPtCY LAWS. 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN 
FREE STATE. 
—_——@—__—_— 


The Ministry for Industry and Commerce 
in the Trish Free State has decided, as we 
announced yesterday, to set up a Com- 
mission to consider the advisability of 
amending the law in relation to proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy and the winding-up of 
companies. 

The following is a summary of the pro- 
posed amendments agreed upon by a 
special committee, composed of representa- 
tives of the Dublin Chamber, the Incor- 
porated Law Socigty, the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, the Incorporated 
Society of Accountants and Auditors, and 
the Dublin Mercantile Association, as ex- 
tracted from the third annual report of 
the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
of the Irish Free State :— 

That an undischarged bankrupt shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanour if he either alone 
or jointly obtains credit to the extent of £10 
o» upwards from any person without inform- 
ing that person that w is an .undischarged 
bankrupt, or if he engages in any trade ‘or 
business under a name other than that under 
which he was adjudicated bankrupt without 
disclosing to persons .with whom he has 
business such name. 

That every married woman who carries on 
a trade or business, whether separately from 
her husband or not, shall be subject to the 
bankruptcy laws as if she was femmnie sole. 

That the judge in bankruptcy shall have 
power on the second private sitting on 
arrangement matters to order that yoods de- 
livered to the arranging debtor shortly prior 
to the filing of the petition (and when, in the 
opinion of the Court, the arranging debtor 
— se aes he was insolvent) be re- 
turned to the party supplying such goods, or 
be paid for in fail nian . 

That an insolvent trader who has not kept 
or produced proper books of accounts shal! 
be guilty of a misdemeanour if the amount of 
his unsecured liabilities at the date of the 
receiving order exceeds £500, unless he can 
prove that it would be a hardship or against 
the custom of the trade to enter such details 
as may be required. 

That a deed of arrangement authorised at 
a meeting of creditors, at which a majorit 
in number and three-fourths in value of all 
the creditors who have proved, resolve to 
accept the proposal shall bind all creditors 
when specpuss by the Court; subject to the 
right. of any creditor to apply to the Court 
to set aside the deed on the ground that it 
was not reasonable: 

That a trustee under a deed of arrngement 
shall be subject to penalty if he acts on a 
deed void by reason of non-registration or 
otherwise. 

That a trustee under a deed of rranee- 
ment. shall be subject to the direct -ont-ol 
of the creditors or committee of creditors, his 
accounts shall be subject to their audit, and 
at the end of each six months he shall furnish 
each creditor with a statement of accounts 
and a report of proceedings to date. 

That the remuneration of a trustee under a 
deed of arrangement shall be fixed by the 
creditors. 

That it shall not be legal for any trader 
to transfer his or her business without giving 
immediate notice of such transfer in the 
official '' Gazette.’’ 

That the State shall not be entitled to rank 
in priority to unsecured creditors in bank- 
ruptcy and arrangement matters, except as 
provided in the Preferential Payments in 
Bankruptcy (Ireland) Act, 1889. 

Under the existing law in Ireland a 


bankrupt may go on trading and obtaining 
goods on credit without disclosing the 
fact that he has been adjudicated a bank- 
rupt. In England quite recently bankrupt 
persons who. obtained goods on credit, 
without having disclosed the fact that they 
were undischarged bankrupts, were sent to 
prison. 

Creditors hold it as a grievance that the 
Commissioners of Inland Revénue should 
have power, as at present, to come in and 
capture all the bankrupt’s assets to the 
prejudice of such creditors.

At the meeting of the South Tipperary 
County Council—Mr. P. L. Ryan (Chairman) 
presiding—-Mr. P. Morris moved the following 
re solution : 
“That, in consequence of the | eag We 
tural depression now prevailing in the 
Saorstat, and the increased burden cast upon 
the ratepayers by defaulting land annuitants, 
we demand of the Government to immediately 
have the financial clauses of the Land Pur- 
chase Acts amended and a new arrangement 


the sinking fund when invested would bear 
the current rate of interest on Government 
securities of 5 per cent., instead of 2} per 
cent. as at present; and that when this ar- 
rangement is made the period of redemp- 
tion be extended to 110 years instead of 68} 
years, thereby ensuring a reduction of about 
15 per cent. in the annuities. That copies be 
sent to President aay Mr. Blythe, and 
all T. D.’s for County Tipperary.’ 

Mr. Morris said that it was the general 
opinion of the farming community that the 
resent. generation had borne too much of the 
bui of the battle, and some of the burden 
ought to be cast on the future generation. 
He had seen figures worked out by a financial 
expert, and he was fully convinced that a 
reduction of 15 per cent. in the annuities can 
be effected: but there must he a new arrange- 
ment with the British Government with 
regard to the sinking fund. In doing that no 
injustice would be done to anybody. They 
were prepared to pay the last penny of in- 
terest that was due to the British Govern- 
ment, which should give full credit for the 
half or million of money sent from this 
country yearly as a sinking fund, and which 
they invested for them at 23 per cent. It was 
only a simple matter of adjustment between 
the two Governments. 

HOW THE AGREEMENT WAS BROKEN. 
Mr. ONeill, who seconded the resolution, 
said that posterity should bear some of the 
burden. Facilities to-day were not the same 
as when the Wyndham Act was passed. He 
purchased his holding under the Wyndham 
Act, and the British Government lent him 
the money to pay for it on the security of his 
land; but had they said to him then that ten 
years hence they would allow the Canadian 
cattle into England and depreciate the price 
of Irish cattle, he would not have paid the 
same price for it. By admitting the Canadian 
cattle the British Government broke their 
part of the agreement, because it depreciated 
the price of Irish stock. Extension of the 
annuities was the greatest relief they could 
give the farming community. 

The Chairman—I think this is the most 
almighty resolution that was ever put before 
this Council. It proposes to upset the whole 
financial business between the Free State and 
British Government. It is one that I cannot 
subscribe to, because I am not a financial 
expert, and I have not experience enough to 
claim to be one. I want to point out to Mr. 
Morris that, according to nrocedure, this 
resolution must go before the County Councils’ 
General Council, and, if he is to succeed in 
carrying that resolution through, he must 
come there with’ this financial expert as a 
kind of sponsor for it. So far as I read that 
resolution, there is no possible chance of its 
getting, through the County Coup-ils’ General 
ounci 

Mr. Morris—The chairman said that it 
was a tremendous proposition. I’m not one 
hit afraid of the side or magnitude of the 
proposition at all. I was never afraid tá 
undertake any task no matter how tremen- 
dous it may appear. I am not a novice at 
working of the Land Acts. 1 had to fight 
through clauses of the Land Acts and get 
whatever little justice I could out of them. 

There is scarcely a clause in the 1903 Land 
Act that I have not by heart, and I paid 
well for learning it. I consi der that I am 
expert enough for the majority of the far- 

mers to believe in.
